fntellectuais in Politics: Three

The three intellectuals dealt with 
by Mr. Joll in this interesting book 
are Leon Blum, Walther Rathenau, 
and Filippo Thommaso Marinetti. 
They were born within ten years of 
each other, and each was involved in 
the politics of his country. Beyond 


that it is difficult to find anything 


that can be said to apply with equal 
truth to ali three. . =. 
Marinetti was one of the earliest 
Fascists but his active political years 
were over before the March on 
Rome; and his authorship of the 
Futurist Manifesto and his leadership 
of that movement are likely to mean 
more to posterity than his relatively 
brief incursion into politics. Blum 
was twice Prime Minister of France: 
and when he died it was as an Elder 
Statesman, and not the author of a 


controversial book on marriage, that 


he was remembered. Rathenau was 
assassinated by Right-wing fanatics 
who were later canonised by the 
Nazis, and is remembered chiefly as 
the German Foreign Minister who 
negotiated successfully the Treaty of 
Rapallo with the Bolsheviks. — 


Jewish Heritage 


It is worth while giving a little 


thought to the careers of Blum and . 


Rathenau because both of them lived 
and died as avowed Jews. Blum was 
an atheist. He suffered all through 
his career from taunts of his Jewish 
origins, but he himself realised that 
his passion for social justice was a 
part of ‘his Jewish heritage. 

This belief guided him all his life, 
but it was its practical application to 
the Dreyfus: Case which drove him 
into politics, and led him to put. all 
his intellectual abilities to the. task 
of building up the French Socialist 


Party. His steadfast refusal to enter . 


a government of the Left until his 
party was. the biggest component of 
its majority found its reward when 
he founded and led the Front Popu- 
laire Government of 1936, and it was 
his tragedy and that of his party that 
only a few weeks later the Spanish 
Civil War broke out. Blum failed in 


hts finest hour because he.had= not 


been able to bring himself to be ‘as 


jink 


ruthless as the hour demanded— 
another proof of his Jewish back- 
ground anc instincts, 

But the workers did not forget. 
what he had done for them. When 
he came back from his imprisonment 
in Germany in 1945, he found in the 
pocket of suit he sent to the 
cleaners a note “merci des congés 
payés,” and those of us who grumble 
at the fact that shops in Paris are 
closed on Mondays are testifying to 
the durability of another of his social 
reforms, 
. Rathenau. was a more Jewish- 
conscious. Jew than Blum. His parents 
practised ‘their religion, and Rathenau 
had himself taught Hebrew and 
dabbled in Jewish mysticism, even to 
the extent of studying Chassidism 
with Buber, He produced a pastiche 
of mysticism of his own, which he 
was convinced was founded on the 
Old Testament. To Mr. Joll, as to your 
reviewer, it is a depressingly deriva- 
tive Nordic Wagnerian production. 
Rathenau thought he was not only 
“a German. of the Jewish persua- 
sion” but also a member 
branch of the German nation; for 
just as Bavarians, Saxons, and Wends 
were Germans, so were Jews, and the 
between Jews of different 
nationalities was only the memory of 
a common religious past. 


No Compromise 


Yet for all. this he never com- 
promised his Jewishness. He did not 
go through the farce of conversion 
which would have opened up many 
doors that, for him as for other Jews, 
were closed in Wilhelmine Germany. 
Neither did he marry any of his non- 
Jewish friends. ahd admirers and 
thereby. widen the gap between him- 
self and. his past. 

Hle seems to a non-German to have 


behaved in his political life just like. 


the non-Jewish German politicians 
with whom he worked and whose 
ideas and ideals he. shared. But most 
of the non-Right-wing German. poli- 
ticians. who were assassinated: during 
the Weimar era were Jews, as if the 


right extremists disliked even more. 


than their ideas the fact that those 
who preached them were Jews.

It was 
while working in a necktie factory, 
that he picked up a book of memoirs 
of Robert-Houdini, French Ambas- 
sador and conjuror, and from that 
moment his ambition was fixed and 
he was certain of his destiny.

While few experts 
believed that Israel was capable of 
winning any medals, the Olympic 
Games made it clear that Israel has 
failed to reach the highest. stan- 
dards. The Israeli athletes all tried 
hard but they were cruelly out- 
classed. Not they but the Israeli 
Government and sports: organisa- 
tions should be blamed for these 


failures. The Government has not 


provided facilities which: are 
essential for success in intensive 
modern sports, while the quarrels 
and disunity in the ranks of the 
sports organisations are not con- 
ducive to the evolution of cham- 
pions. It is to be hoped that the 
Israelis will immediately take 
remedial action and that at the next 
Olympic Games in Tokyo they will 
the achievements. of the 
Jewish participants from the West 
and Russia.

BURIAL OF LIBERALS 


IN WELLINGTON 


Sir,--Your. Sydney (Australia). cor- 


respondent states in a recent issue of 
your valued journal that a special part 
-of the Jewish cemetery in Wellington 
(New Zealand) was to be dedicated 


for burials of Liberal Jews because 


the 


‘Wellington Orthodox . clergy 
insisted on officiating at all funerals, 
whether Orthodox or Liberal. 

~ Will you please allow me to correct 
this statement ? Until the formation 
of a Liberal movement last. year, all 
dapish burials took place in our ceme- 


tery. The Liberal’ congregation 
recently asked the local Chevra 
Kadisha—a subsidiary body of our 


congregation—if they would perform 
Tahara, if called upon, for deceased 
Liberals. The Chevra Kadisha replied 
that they would officiate in respect 
of any. deceased Jew as in the past, 
including their usual services at the 
funeral, provided the rabbi of our 
congregation, under whose spiritual 
guidance the Chevra Kadisha carries 
out its work, also officiated. 

The reply of the Chevra Kadisha 
was not. acceptable to the Liberals, 
who. thereupon arranged with the 
City Council. for the allocation to 
them of a separate part 6f the public 
cemetery——-not part of the existing 
Jewish cemetery,

Contemporary man is told that 
his religious beliefs are. nothing 
but attempts to satisfy subcon- 
scious wishes, that his conception 
of God is merely a projection of 
self-secking emotions, an objecti- 


fication of subjective needs : God 
is the ego in disguise. We have 


not only forfeited faith ; we have 
also lost faith in the meaning of 


faith. This tendency to question 


the genuineness of man’s concern 
for God is a challenge more 
serious than the tendency: to 


question God’s existence. 
Our age may be characterised 


as the age of suspicion. It has 
become an axiom that the 
shortest way to the understand- 
ing of man is to suspect his 
This seems to be the 
contemporary. version of the 
golden rule: suspect thy neigh- 
bour as thyself. Suspicion breeds 
Suspicion: It creates a chain 
reaction. But is it true that 


honesty. is an anachronism ?

Since indebtedness is. an essen- 
tial ingredient of existence, 


‘inability to’ celebrate is ‘sign 


of msolvency, of inability to pay 
the existential debt. 

-For thousands of years authen- 
tic existence included both utili- 
sation and celebration, both work 
and worship. In primitive 
society they were interdependent: 
in - Biblical religion they were 
interrelated. Today we face a 
different situation. 

The-man of our time is losing 
the power of celebration. Instead 
of celebrating he seeks to™be 
amused or entertained. Celebra- 
tion is an active state, an act of 
expressing reverence or appreci- 
ation. ‘To be. entertained ts a 
passive state—it is to recerve 
pleasure afforded by an amusing 
act or a spectacle... | | 

Celebration is an act of expres- 
sing respect or reverence for that 
which one needs or honours. In 
modern usage the term suggests 
demonstrations, often public 
demonstrations, of joy and fes-

The fathers. 
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taunts of the persecutors,. What 


they saw was the Jews of the 
Diaspora—particularly the East 
European Diaspora—ennobled. 
by political independence and 
purged of the legacy of suffering 


and discrimination by work on 
the land, and by the acquisition 


of industrial skills. 


It is not difficult to see where 


external circumstances, not to be 
foreseen even as recently as the 
date of the Balfour Declaration, 
have intervened give 
unexpected twists to the story of 


Zionism’s achievement. We need 


recall only three of them. The 
first is the coincidence of the 
international recognition of the 
idea of the Jewish. . National 
Home with the spread of nationa- 
lism to the Middle East. This 


has’ meant that Israel has been. 


faced with the armed hostility of 
her neighbours as the dominating 
factor in her political outlook, 
and that internally the absorption 


of the high proportion of immi-— 
grants coming from non-Euro- 


pean countries has presented 
economic, social, and political 


problems that would not have 


arisen. had Israel been prepon- 
derantly the refuge of the Euro- 
pean Diaspora. 


Rescue Operation 
Secondly,- there has been the 


fact that the persecution of the 


Jews in. Europe took on a new 
and more terrible form with the 
coming of Nazism ; what might 
have. been planned migration 
dominated by “economic absorp- 


live capacity” became a rescue - 


operation for the survivors of a 
planned extermination. Accident 
largely determined what groups 


and what individuals survived to 


come to Israel. <2 | 
Finally, the National Home 


was established under the mantle 


of British protection precisely at 
that point in time when Britain 
was beginning its long retreat 
from. imperial 


and more difficult for Britain to 
understand .and sympathise with 
Zionism—for Britain. was 


engaged in cdénducting what it 


was hoped would be an orderly 
retreat of European civilisation 
from the non-European world at 


the very moment when the Jews 
denying the logic of 
succession would be worth main-...

And although in some respects - 


the decline in British world 
power has been compensated for 
by the rise to a new international! 
stature of the United States, the

whose latest version is “ aid with- 
out strings ’—-were making it 
impossible in this respect for the 
Americans to take up the burden 
that Britain had cast aside. 
so Israel was left without a pro- 


tector among the Great Powers. 


Some would add fourth 
unforeseen element—the Russian 
Revolution. If I do not include 
it in my list it is only that its con- 
sequences for Israel cannot yet 


be judged. That Soviet ‘hostility 


has vastly complicated Israel's 
international position is clear. 
But we do not know what. the 


impact upon Israel may still be

of the Soviet Government's own 
policy towards its Jews, 

The Soviet policy towards the 
Jews has in it an inherent con- 
tradiction. The Jews are not 
given a place in the Soviet 
nationalities. programme ; 
are not treated like Uzbeks. or 
Tadjiks; but they are not allowed 
to assimilate either. Finally, they 
are forbidden to emigrate. 

To the outside observer it 
would appear that, by denying 
their Jews either a national or 
an assimilationist solution, the 
Russian leaders are creating and 
keeping alive a “Jewish pro- 


blem” for no obvious reason of - 


ideology and self-interest. It is 
not surprising, therefore, that the 
possibility of the Russian. Jews 
one day being released continues 
to bulk large in Israeli thinking. 
But if it were to: happen would 
it be compulsory or optional ? 


And if optional how many Soviet | 


Jews would opt for Israel ? What 


are the statistical, let alone the 


political and cultural implica- 
ations of such calculations ? Has 
any State ever faced an unknown 
factor of this magnitude before ? 
Given, then, miscalculations 
and unforeseen contingencies of 
this kind, it is not surprising that 
the establishment. of Israel itself 
begins to look more like a 


miracle than the outcome of 
planned policies, and that. its 


order of political priorities, like 
its .war-shaped frontiers, should 


be quite unlike anything envis- 
aged beforehand. | | 


Novel Situation 

But of course this is not the 
whole story. 
bound to make a -difference in 
any event to those who came to 
settle, and this was: realised—-but 
the difference has been greater 
than could have been calculated 


in advance precisely because of 
the total novelty of the situation 


that had to be faced. 

Israeli nationalism, born of 
Messianic aspirations, is basically 
secular; so far from its outlook 
being cosmepolitan it is highly 


individual and dominatingly self- 


regarding—the Hebrew language, 


which has triumphantly demon-. 


strated its capacity to serve as a 
unifying factor, is also a barrier 
against a high degree of expo- 
sure to .external currents of 
thought and opinion ; so far from

Issie Number Three, in which 
yeligious leadership has offered 
too little guidance, is concerned 
with racial prejudices. _We must 


recognise that a good deal. of 


racial discrimination. has an 
economic background, being 
devised to secure plenty of very 
cheap: labour, as in South Africa. 
This is comparatively easy to.deal 
with. It is when we come to the 
subtler forms of race prejudice 


that we run into. difficulties no 


International Labour. Office, can 
settle. We move from economics 
and politics tothe bewildering 
depths of psychology. There 


seem to me two reasons for racial 
prejudice on this deeper level. 
The first is the need felt by 
people dissatisfied with them- 
selves and their lot to find a 
scapegoat. Such people are 
entirely unrealistic about them- 
selves. If they have done badly, 
it is not their fault. Somebody 
else must be responsible. Then 


let this somebody belong to 


another race, and have all the 
blame heaped on him! Hitler 
and Goebbels were, of course, 
masters of what we might call 


this technique of “ scapegoating.” 


They had been failures them- 
selves and knew exactly what to 


say and to do to turn. other 
people’s 


dissatisfaction with 
themselves into racial prejudice. 
If the trick still works in various 
places, it is because people who 
are leading meaningless empty 
lives, people who feel frustrated 
and angry, feel the need of a 


scapegoat. I must add, however, 


that most ofthe Nazi-style daub- 


ing of antisemitic slogans we have 


seen fairly recently, especially 
those in Britain, represent 
nothing widespread or with any 
depth of feeling : idle young louts 
are merely playing 
Even so, the scapegoat motive 


has to be recognised for what it 


Frustrated People 


The second reason for racial 


- prejudice, often of a most violent 


kind, has to do with sex. A 
great friend of mine, associated 
in the public mind with sympathy 
with and .work for African 
coloured. people, has received 
hundreds of abusive anonymous 
letters, and a startlingly large pro- 
portion of these are obscene. It 
is quite obvious that there is a 


‘connection between the violent 


racial prejudices of. these un- 


pleasant people and their sexual | 


lives, probably for the most part 
severely frustrated. Behind this 
irrational hatred of the alien race 


is a sexual envy of it. This

explains why sex always comes 


so quickly into the racial carica- 
tures. It cannot be kept out 
because it is there at the root of 
the prejudice. And the victims 
are always a people who have a

adjustment or frustration. The 
only thing to. do with this nasty 
stuff is to drag it into the open. 
Ancient Truths 


Issue Number Four may not at 


first sight seem to be a moral one, 


yet [ think that in the last resort 
it is. Allow me to approach it 
in a_rather more roundabout 
fashion. Now what matters 
most, it seems to me, is the actual 
quality of people’s experience, 
what is happening in their minds, 
their states of consciousness. — It 
is what goes on inside, not what 
goes on outside, that is supremely 
(And of course any 
religion worthy of the name must 
take this same point of. view.) 
Whatever broadens, deepens, 
heightens consciousness, whatever 


enriches and ennobles experience, © 


is good. Whatever: works the 
other: way is bad. Now I do not 
believe that our civilisation as it 


Js at present, when it is passing 
through a profoundly irreligious 


phase, recognises all this. The 
astonishing development of our 
sciences and our technology, their 
achievements. in so- many fields, 
have encouraged us to be blind 
to these ancient truths, as old as 
They almost 


the time, as they themselves must 
do. They ask us to sacrifice our 
lives, where’. we. can 
encounter the living God, to all 
the idols of Progress. on 

Now let us get this -straight. 
| am not by temperament an 
anti-progressive always preferring 
the past ‘to the 


machine minder, the horse to. the 


present, the 
ancient peasant to the modern 


internal combustion engine. | 
have long been what the 
Americans used to call “a for- 
ward looker,” and politically | 
am a radical and not a conser- 
vative. I agree that we should 
gladly and gratefully accept the 
good things that our science and 


technology can offer us. But we 


must make sure we are not being 
asked to pay too heavy a price 
for such things. There is always 
a danger that we shall find our- 
selves exchanging primary satis- 


factions for secondary ones. The 


latter represent the pleasure we 


get from owning a motor car, a 


TV set, a washing machine, and 
so on and so forth. The primary 
satisfactions, on the other hand, 
fulfil 
belong to an ancient but still 
enduring pattern of the human 
psyche-—-for. example, a man’s 
desire for work that will not 
destroy self-respect, or-a 
woman's need of a home and 
children and of being rooted into 
society. And.if too many of these 
primary satisfactions are denied 


men and women, they begin to 


feel frustrated and angry. 


Monstrous Idols 


No doubt Industry is a fine 
thing, Production a fine thing, 
Business a fine thing, but if we 
sacrifice -_persons to them, then 
they are so. many monstrous 
idols. If Industry finds family 
life’ inconvenient, that is no 
reason why we should destroy an 
age-old pattern of living: let 
Industry adapt itself to us: If 
Production is happier with people 
whose state of consciousness is 


dim rather than bright, then let 
us change Production and not. 
the whole development of the 


human race. If Business cannot 
get along with man’s spirit, then 
Business should do better, for. it 


is far less important. than man’s. 


spirit. cannot imagine 
any religious leader. disagreeing 
with what I have just stated. All 


true: religions forbid men to wor- 


needs and desires that 


thoroughly. 


ship false gods and idols. But 
our contemporary civilisation 


largely consists of idol-worship. — 


Men, women, and children are 
continually being sacrificed to 
Baals and Molochs that have 
merely changed their names and 
instead of priests have economic 
and technical experts and 
advisers. The existence of these 
idols, crushing the life around 


‘them, makes true religion impos- 


sible. Of course religious leaders 
make protests. But do they rise 
in their wrath and denounce our 
society ? Hardly ever. And it 
is my opinion that if they made 
fewer compromises with Mam- 
mon, if they thundered out their 
denunciations in the old 
prophetic style, far more people, 
especially among 
would listen’ to them. 


Helping Hand 


One world problem, which 
many good people see as a 
supreme moral issue; I have not 
mentioned: yet. It turns on the 
help that ought to be given by 


the wealthy Great Powers to 


countries with under-developed 


resources and a-low standard of — 


living. Of course I: believe that 


this should be done, and if we. 


could free ourselves from the 
nuclear arms race we could do it 
all the sooner and all the more 
But. while we offer 
this. helping hand, we must 
beware of imposing our own pat- 
tern and style of living on people 
with a very different history: and 


outlook. We are in great danger 


now of putting all our social and 
cultural eggs into one basket, 


chiefly because we assume that a 


style of life that produces most 
wealth must necessarily be the 
best one. And clearly this may 
not be true. . We may be all 
riding in a splendid, big, fast car 
but it may be going the. wrong 
way. Here again we need 
some guidance from our religious 
leaders. But are we getting. it?

TEALTHILY, fearfully, under 


the cover of darkness of. 


Christmas night, two un- 
prepossessing young men smeared 
swastikas on the walls on the new, 
imposing Cologne Synagogue, dedi- 
cated but a few months before at 
a solemn ceremony.

Incidents occurred in Belgium, in 
Greece, in Switzerland and Spain ;

Endemic though it was, the rash 


of antisemitic incidents—racing 
around the globe to New York and 
Durban, Pakistan and Vancouver, 
Buenos Aires and Hong Kong— 
proved to be essentially West 
European.
